Three obstinate women raised a tre- 
mendous row at Con key’s opera house 
Wednesday night. It was a row wit­ 
nessed by 600 persons, which made the 
situation the more embarassing. The 
scene was really the fault of three men, 
but had the women been docile and 
obedient the affair wouldn’t have hap­ 
pened. 


It was a domestic disturbance, such 
as occnrs in every family where the 
husband is one of those determined 
sort who expects his wife to indulge 
his fancies—Insane and Inconsistent 
as they may be. 
Usually a domestic 
riot Is concealed from the public gaze, 
but Wednesday night’s ‘‘scene” was 
produced before a room full of spec­ 
tators. 


It might have been averted had the 
men more fully understood the disposi­ 
tions of the women Involved. As It 
was the Incident created a sensation 
and Is the talk of the town today. It 
was an unfortunate affair and those 
who figured In It won more or less no- 
trlety. The matter, however, ended 
very happily and the Influence it im­ 
parted may serye as an object lesson to 
quarrelsome wiyes and husbands, and 
eummed ap the effect may be entirely 
satisfactory. 


The occasion was one of the popular 
entertainments provided by the ladies 
of the Universallst church. 
James, 
alias Floyd Dalgneau, and Lucy (whose 
last name is withheld out of considera­ 
tion for her parents) but whom The 
N e w s will refer to for convenience’s 
sake as Miss Adeline Graves, were 
lovers. They were also servants In the 
family of Henry Harford. They had 
placed the linen, the china and a tempt­ 
ing array of viands upon the table and 
James insisted that his sweetheart 
should say, ‘*Thank goodness the table 
Is set ” Womanlike Lucy declined and 
a quarrel ensued. 


Lucy was upbraided by Henry Har­ 
ford (Frank Graves) for her exhibition 
of stubbornness and he reprimanded 
her with the taunt that his wife, Jessie 
Harford (Mrs. Alice Hood) would not 
refuse to comply with a request so 
easily granted, ‘*Would you Jessie?” 
But Jessie was less pliable than her 
husband bupposed and no amount of 
persuasion would induce her to gratify 
her husband's wishes.

S d ito k E vening N ew s: People fa- 
miliar with the farmiog districts lying 
n ear the Orei^OD railway and naviga> 
tioD company know that just north of 
Granins station in Oregon and li^e miles 
distant is the fine Klickitat valley of 
'Washington, its vast wheat fields pro­ 
ducing annually 1,000,000 bushels of 
the golden ^:*ain. Taking a stage at 
G**ant and making a steady ascent 
Iroin the valley of the great Columbia 
river a most magnificent view is to be 
«een in every direction. Over 50 miles 
•way rises the snow capped monarch, 
Mount Adams, standing guard, as it 
were over thousands of acres of the 
best wheat and the finest land in the 
world. On the south winds the beau­ 
tiful Columbia river and on the north 
the big Klickitat river and the Sinco 
inountains,a spur of the Cascade range, 
serve as boundaries between Klickitat 
and Yakima counties. The former 
county contains 300 scjuare miles, has a 
population of 7,000 industrious people. 
All grains and such fruits as apples, 
pears, peaches, primes and all kinds of 
berries and vegetables are grown in 
£reat abundance. *^his is also a great 
stock growing conntry with over ^OUO 
head of cattle feeding from its plains 
and valleys, 10,000 bead of sheep and 
4,500 hogs, and as many were shipped 
to market in 189<) with nearly 2,000,- 
U)0 pounds of wool. From good au 
thority I learn that from twenty town­ 
ships in Klickitat county stands 8,500, 
000,000 feet of prime timber of fir and 
yellow pine. Lying south of the Klicki­ 
tat valley grain fields is the great fruit 
helt which owes its prosperous condi­ 
tion not a little to the fact that this 
section is visited by the warm Chinook 
winds, which cleanses the atmosphere 
and cools the refieeted {rays of ihe mid­ 
summer sun, thus ereatiog a more fa­ 
vorable condition for fruit culture. 
These same winds dispel the dangers of 
spring frosts before it can barm the 
tender blossoms. A 
settlers tell me, is a 
The fruit is equal lo 
in appearance and 
ments with the sugar beei/S are more 
than satisfactory and no doubt this will 
soon be an important branch of indus­ 
try. I’ai-mers say that last season they 
were botb*'red to get help to work 
either by tue day or month, for both 


good wages are obtainable by good 
hands, but they sav good hands go and 
take up land for themselves thus keep­ 
ing the labor supply short. This sec­ 
tion is very healthy, in fact I have not 
seen a cemetery yet. Perhaps people 
go over in the mountains to die amid 
beautiful scenery and profound soli­ 
tude, the mountain serving as a tomb­ 
stone.
